(The picture of deficiencies 
In Ôié county as a whole Is larger 
In scope than the one concern­ 
ing just state highways. The 
county master road plan con­ 
tains an estimate that $13,500,- 
000 is needed to put major 
county thoroughfares in the 
county and in the cities in good 
shape and add to them others 
needed to bring up to the stand­ 
ards needed for increasing traf­ 
fic. Millions more would be 
needed to reduce déficiences in 
major streets within cite.) 


In the report presented to the 
state committee it is estimated that 
$2,923,000 would be needed to acquire 
rural rights of way in Marin. An 
additional $700,000 would be needed 
to acquire city rights of way. A total 
of $29,793,000 would be needed for 
construction in both areas. 
Yesterday’s report was expected to 
complete tpe groundwork for a pro­ 
posed program of accelerated high­ 
way construction to be laid before 
the 1953 legislature, Associated Press 
reported. 


FALLING BEHIND 
Fritts told the committee the step­ 
ped-up program of road building 
adopted in 1947 is not adequate. In­ 
stead of catching up, California ac­ 
tually has fallen further behind in 
its highway needs.

1—A heavy increase in the cost 
of work, due to inflation. 
2—Population growth and economic 
development resulting in travel ex­ 
pansion beyond all expectations. 
Traffic volume, the report noted, 
is currently what was expected in 
1964.

"Bottlenecks are developing more 
rapidly than was expected and more 
highways are becoming structurally 
inadequate under the increased traf­ 
fic load."

Whiteley Vows To Renew Fight 
For County Road Improvement 


Marin Supervisor Gecrge Whiteley 
indicated today he may try again 
in the near future to have an «List­ 
ing property tax on autos used for 
long delayed maintenance and re­ 
habilitation of county roads. 
Whiteley explained the tax it, 
collected each year by the state from 
auto owners when they purchase 
license plates. The added fee paid 
at that time, the supervisor said, is 
a personal property tax on file 
vehicle. 
Part of the tax, amounting to 
nearly $356,000, is returned to Marin 
each year "in lieu" of the personal 
property assessment being collected 
directly by the county. 
Whiteley maintains this "in lieu" 
tax could bring the much needed im­ 
provements to Marin’s lagging road 
system. He said today he has learned 
from a state official in Sacramento 
that 19 counties are now using the 
tax for road work. 
In the pu ;t these funds have been 
designated ro the county budget for 
support of various county govern­ 
ment agencies and departments. 
This year however, when the 
1952-53 budget was being pre­ 
pared, Whiteley suggested, "since 
it is a tax on autos, it should be 


used to repair and construct 
roads.” 
He was voted down by his associ­ 
ates on the board of supervisors who 
protested that “to use that money 
for road work would mean we’d have 
to make It up by an increase In 
general taxes." 
At the same time Whiteley Indi­ 
cated the board made no provision 
in the budget for work on file 
crumbling and pock-marked roads. 
Whiteley's suggested use of the tax 
was also objected to by County 
Auditor Leon de Lisle who insisted 
it would be a misuse of county funds. 
Nevertheless, the supervisor re­ 
marked, "if 19 other counties in the 
state can ‘misuse* the funds for 
roads, we won’t be the only ones." 
With the $250,000 received annual­ 
ly from the "in lieu" tax, Whiteley 
believes the county could bring its 
road system into top shape within 
a few years. 
He was not certain if all the funds 
remain in the county budget or 
whether some are allocated to the 
nine incorporated cities, but he said, 
"file cities would benefit from the 
change because many of the second­ 
ary county roads run into the cities. 


And they will also be improved with 
the added funds.” 
* 
The San Rafael supervisor left 
the impression that mounting 
criticism from taxpayers about 
the condition of roads would 
•oon have to bo acted upon. 
Most members of the board of 
supervisors, who admit they’re lit­ 
erally scraping the bottom of the tax 
barrel for funds to do road work, 
were hesitant to make a tax hike 
during this election year. 
Their objection to Whiteley’s rec­ 
ommended use of the "in lieu” tax 
for road work is that a tax boost 
would be needed to run county of­ 
fices. 
Their alternative to an increase in 
taxes is to add a special road tax to 
which Whiteley objects on the 
grounds "once we have that we’d 
never get rid of it." 
He admits the possibility of a hike 
in general taxes but declares “we’d 
then be able to take a clearer look at 
the individual departments of the 
county to see which are requiring 
the most funds." 
And he «included hopefully, “we’d 
also he able to do something about 
our roads."

A snail army of doctors and 
volunteer worker* will be on a 
special hunt for "hidden* diabetics 
all this week, which is known aa 
Diabetes Week, sponsored by the 
American Diabetes Association. 
Many of them will offer free urine 
tests for excessive sugar, usually a 
reliable means of detecting diabetes. 
Collection stalions. where urine 
samples can be left, have been set 
up in many of the 700 counties 
which have established formal pro­ 
grams. Drugstores, public schools 
and firehouses have been designated 
for that purpose in some communi­ 
ties. 


The American Diabetes Associa­ 
tion of doctors and laymen especi- 
tkm of dictors and laymen especi­ 
ally interested in diabetes detec­ 
tion, treatm ent and education says 
that whether the tests axe offered 
without charge is left entirely to 
local medical authorities. 
Medical authorities in 31 of the 
48 states have organized state-wide 
detection and education programs. 
The ADA estim ât« about one 
million diabetics now are under 
treatm ent and that another million 
persons have diabetes without know­ 
ing it. 


Still another two million Ameri­ 
cans at any one time are believed 
to have a potential for developing 
the disease sometime during their 
lives, 
Feople who are overweight are 
among likely candidates—especially 
if there's a history of diabetes in 
the family. Excessive 
thirst, fre­ 
quent urination and excessive hun­ 
ger are among danger signals.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Public Helps Set Record 
Of Forest Fire Prevention 


lUinc and snow* of the past week have 
ended the forest fire hazard in northern Cali­ 
fornia and other pa«» of the west. It was a 
long dry season, y tt one of the kfiott success­ 
ful in history from a point of view of fire 
prevention. 
The UJ. Forest Service reports only 17,000 
acre* of national forest area wai burned over 
in the state this vear. This compares with ten 
times that amount in 1952, vet the number of 
fire*» 1,900, k more than usual. This was 
blamed on numerous lightning storms during 
the season. 
Of the total, 700 were man-caused. This 
shows an improvement from past years but 
is still far too mans, according to the forest 
service chiefs. 
Northern California suffered only orfe blare 
which exceeded 1,000 acres, this in Shasta 
National Forest. 
California's record is ail the more impres­ 
sive when compared with the east’s experience 
this year. In 1,000 fires, mosth in the heavily 
timbered slope* of the southern Appalachian 


and Cumberland mountain*, between 250,000 
and 300,000 acre* were burned over. Pennsyl­ 
vania and Maryland also were hit by the 
fire-wave as were New York and New England 
to a lesser extent. 


There is still much to be done to "keep 
California green and golden,** but this year’s 
cooperation by tourists, picnickers, hunters 
and fishermen have gone a long way toward 
protecting our valuable trees and ground 
cover. For this they deserve a pat on the back 
and r.a admonition to keep up the good work. 


On the other side of the picture credit must 
be given to the forest service, state and local 
agencies which fight and control these fires. 
It is not by accident that nearly twice as many 
firm in California burned over less than a 
twentieth of the area burned in the east. 
Efficient fire detection and control are the 
ke\s to this success. 


The state can be proud of its firefighters and 
of the protection system which has been built 
up for their use.

WE SEE BY THE PAPERS 


County Government Big Business; 
Trained Administrator Is Needed 
On* trouble with our county government 1» that 
we art understaffed where it counts most. 
We haw* a board of supervisors superintending the 
expenditure of $7,000,000 annually. They meet once 
a week ami try to run the county's biggest business. 
It can? be done. 
Seen if they were free from aH political infltmieat 
it couldn't be done. 
Relying, as they do, upon the granting erf favor» 
to win votes for themselves, the conduct of county 


wmIiim» is turned into a farce, as everyone in this 
part of the county knows. 
Those points mm hinted in the excellent discussion 
handed the board by George Gaekle, executive secre­ 
tary of the Butte County Taxpayers' Assn. What so 
many know, Is that Butte County suffers from the 
lack of an adequate business manager . 
If the board would by voluntary action employ a 
professionally trained county manager and. hand over 
to him all the detail of the $7,0001)00 corporation, 
retaining only the duties of policy making, then we 
could expect good government and a proper admin­ 
istration of the money we pay into the county treas­ 
ury each year through taxes. 
A professionally trained administrator would be 
a wva» with a future. Be would wish to do so well In 
Butte County that some day he could move up in his 
profession to a larger task. Being professionally 
trained, he would have the ideals of his profession 
well grounded and could not be deflected from hi* 
purpose. His standard of ethics wouM be high, and ft 
wouldn't be long before every county employee would 
be affected. They would become proud of their work 
and eager to do H well. 
Need ess to say, the morale among county employee« 
now is at a low ebb. When the tide is out the mud 
flats stink. 
If you inquire of. a board member why tills reform 
Is not placed Into effect I * may tell you that we are 
not, by our charter, operating under the county 
manager form of government. 
Under the leadefthip of the board if would be easy 
right now to change the charter. Or the board, as

suggested earlier, could by voluntary action employ 
a professionally trained man to take over the office 
of county administrator. In order to persuade a suit­ 
able man to serve, the board would have to promise “ 
him to put into effect reforms suggested yesterday 
by Gaekle. 
All this could be done at a paltry increase in gov­ 
ernment costs. After the raise in salary granted the 
present administrator, he will receive this year $6904. 
A professionally trained administrator could be ob-, 
tamed at a starting salary of between $8000 and $10,- 
000. Let us say It would cost us $3500 more in salary. 
Should we let that stop us when $7,000,000 is in­ 
volved? 
The increase in salary is not the point. Everyone 
in county government knows the new administrator 
soon would be saving us that much every month. The 
sticking point La that the board members don't want 
that type of administrator. They know that soon he 
would have things running on a business rather than 
political basis and that incumbent supervisors would 
be robbed of their present ability to grant favors. 
We have seen how a supervisor, regardless of the 
taxpayers, donated an expensive road to a subdivider 
north of Chioo, and relieved him of all drainage 
water as well, saddling on the county a continuing 
expense. He could not do that with a trained ad­ 
ministrator on the job. If he tried it such an admin­ 
istrator would resign, and the supervisor would take 
all the blama for the breakdown in county govern­ 
ment. 
The road case is only one of hundreds of instances 
of special favoritism. We have had supervisor» 
placing gravel on private property with use of county 
Roads are "granted1* by the board mem- 
their friends. The Collier-Burns act giving 
road putters over to the road commissioner is openly 
flaunted by the board. 
All this is done in the interest of the n o t election. 
We, the citisens of Butte County, should put a stop 
to this mishandling of our $7,000,000 budget. We 
should insist upon the employment of a professionally 
trained administrator (business manager) for our 
county. 
See your supervisor about this.

This growing willingness of the 
pub^c to sit in slack-jawed, glased­ 
eyed paralysis, trying at the earns 
time to digest a limp hunk of lamb 
and a cliche-studded oration, has 
created a new entertainment in­ 
dustry. This is the business of sup­ 
plying after dinner speakers. 


IT IS A CASH CORN CROP 
that rivals the value of the crop 
grown in the fields to fatten live­ 
stock. In the last few years dosens 
of lecture agencies have sprouted 
up that keep stables of after din­ 
ner speakers on call—and 
they 
range from bird imitators to U. 8. 
senators. 
Do you want to learn to make a 
sound like a rose-breasted gros­ 
beak? 
Would you like really to 
know how to whip inflation, make 
more money, or find out how one 
man learned to beat his wife at 
need el point in one easy 
lesson? 
The nearest lecture agency has 
someone reedy and waiting in a 
tux and blade bow ill to fly by 
plane to tell you after dinner. 
THE FEE RANGES from $25 to 
$1.500 or more, depending on the 
rating 
of 
the 
professional ear 
bender, and the crucial nature of 
his message, 
"Anybody who can do anything 
today can earn money as an aft« 
dinner speaker,** one lady man­ 
ager told me. T met e fellow at a 
party recently who happened to 
mention ha had just grown an 
orchid on his refrigerator. I signed 
him up at once. You'd be amased 
at how many people in this country 
have secretly yearned all their life 
to grow an orchid on a refrigera­ 
tor—and never realised it before.** 
But the real reason so many 
folks will suffer through sfter din­ 
ner speeches is this: They figure 
if they listen to enough cf them 
somebody will gal around to in­ 
viting them to 
an altar din­ 
ner speech, too. Then they wifl 
get a chance to deliver their am- 
sage. And what man today doesn't 
have more messages to his soul 
than Western Union? 


When Stalin in October pro­ 
mulgated the present phase of So­ 
viet grand strategy, he founded his 
policy on the proposition that the 
zten-Communlst coalition could be 
destroyed by promoting the oon- 
fitett of interest within it. 
The great oonflicts which he had 
in mind were first between former 
enemy states and the Western al­ 
lies, between the Western allies 
and America, and then between 
the Western allies and their de­ 
pendencies and protectorates. 
Thus far the Soviet tactics have 
been negative: not to provoke the 
allies in Europe by threats of a 
great war, and not to settle the 
local wars to Asia. For the time 
being these tactics are showing a 
very fai$ profit in the form of ten­ 
sion and resentment within the 
non-Oommunist world. 


BY REDUCING the fear of a 
Red invasion of Western Europe 
the lesser conflicts have become 
the main preoccupations of the 
people. 
By not allowing a decision or a 
settlement to the Far East, the 
new policy is at comparatively 
small cost causing serious rifts ahd 
strains between the United States 
and its allies over Korea, between 
France apd its allies over Indo­ 
china. 
We must expect the negative 
tactics of not provoking and of not 
settling to be followed by positive 
measures. These will be designed 
to draw nations out of our coali­ 
tion, and then later into the Com­ 
munist orbit. These measures will 
surely be directed immediately at 
Japan and at Germany, indirectly 
at France and Italy, and of course 
at the Middle East. 


DURING 
THE 
NEXT 
few 
months we shall have to work out 
our answer to this new challenge. 
WhSre, we must ask ourselves, can 
we best begin to look for our an­ 
swer? 
Most surely the answer wiH not 
be found in making speeches tell­ 
ing the French and British how 
disappointed we are with them and 
what we expect them to do. Nor 
will it be found in making diplo­ 
matic gestures which cosl-nothing 
but also accomplish nothing. Nor 
witt it be found to passing more 
resolutions in the United Nations. 
Nor by propaganda. 
The place to begin looking for 
our answer !e where the actions 
of our European allies end of our 
policies to Europe diverge. That 
will require en examination of the 
facts that the people of Europe 
and their governments believe the 
Soviet government when it says 
that they are not going to be at­ 
tacked by the Red Army. For it is 
this belief which is at the root of 
the resistance to carry out the 
NATO program, and it is the main 
source of the resentment against 
us when we put pressure upon 
them to carry out this program. 


• THE CRISIS IN the Western 
alliance turns on the question of 
whether the NATO program of re­ 
armament is or is not absolutely 
necessary to the survival of West­ 
ern Europe. It is the belief that 
the program as now constituted 
is not absolutely necessary which 
makes it increasingly intolerable to 
the Europeans. 
Now it is Soviet policy to pro­ 
mote this belief and, therefore of 
course, it is suspect. Yet the fact 
remains that it is tilt belief of 
the Europeans who have not 
previously been deceived by the 


Soviet government, of Europeans 
who have not in the past been 
naive or wishful thinkers, who, 
moreover, must stake their very 
lives on not being wrong. 


CONSIDER FOR EXAMPLE the 
West Germans, and more Par­ 
ticularly the Adenauer govern­ 
ment. Seen from Washington and 
the Pentagon the proposal to re­ 
constitute a German 
army is 
looked upon as a way of contri­ 
buting to the defense of the West­ 
ern world, 
> 
# 
* 
But seen from West Germany, 
the proposal to create that army is 
kpown to be sheer suicide unless 
the defense of the Wert is already 
sufficient to deter the Soviet from 
invading Western Germany dur­ 
ing the several years required to 
recruit and train a new German 
army. 
The Germans are in military 
matters a highly educated nation, 
and their attitude toward our 
proposal that they should rearm 
throws a lot of light on what they 
really think about the military sit­ 
uation to Europe. They would not 
dare to rearm if they did, not 
think they were already defended. 


IN WESTERN EUROFS there 
is, therefore, a genuine belief that 
the Soviets are not planning mili­ 
tary conquest. Since this belief 
does not rest upon confidence that 
the UJ8.SB. would not deceive 
them If it could, on what (tees 
this belief rest? 
I think it rests on something • 
which we are probably bo near­ 
sighted, especially right after an 
election campaign, to see—namely, 
our success in creating a deterrent 
to a general war by redressing the 
balance of military power. 
There is good ground for be­ 
lieving that the Soviet government 
and the European governments 
have both come to the same con- , 
> elusion. It Is that we have matte 
our guarantee in the North At­ 
lantic Security Pact effective; pri­ 
marily bF our own rearmament 
which, whatever its misses here 
and there, is a resounding success. 
It is a success because it has 
accomplished what we meant it 
to accomplish when we embarked 
upon it. It has made a war of 
aggression 
unprofitable 
because 
American participation would not 
only be massive from the begin­ 
ning, 
but would grow rapidly 
greater. 


ALONG WITH THIS, NATO has 
increased the military resources of 
Western Europe to a point where 
the danger of internal conquest by 
subversion has been drastically 
lessened. 
If this is correct, and the 
Europeans are certainly acting as 
if it were, then we must re-ex­ 
amine the military planning for 
tha defense of Europe. We must 
re-examine it on the assumption 
that to respect to our military ob­ 
jectives for the defense of the 
Western world we have done bet­ 
ter in fact than we have dene in, 
theory. For it is our plans, our 
theories about those plans, that 
are causing trouble. 
It is the plans that the Europe­ 
ans are resisting. It is the pU«* 
that our missions abroad are press­ 
ing. From this resistance and our 
pressure there is being engendered 
the resentment which must be 
giving Stalin more pleasure, more 
confidence in his own infallibility 
as a prophet, than we need help 
him to enjoy.

Solons Should Look Again 
At Professional Licenses 
By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — With 
the state legislature coming up, 
some discussion of the state's 
methods In licensing various cate­ 
gories of business and professional 
people might well be engaged in 
as a matter of calling to the at­ 
tention of the senators and as­ 
semblymen the fact that state pro­ 
cedure could well be studied, with 
the possibility of some improve­ 
ments. 


A check on the state board of 
medical examiners, for instance, 
divulges the fact»that once a 
physicians and surgeons license is 
issued, it is good for all time. 
That 
the license is good If the 
licensee pays his two dollars a 
year fee to the state. Or, if he 
allows the license to drop, it can 
be renewed for $10, without fur­ 
ther examination. 


The net result of this situation 
means that any physician and 
surgeon, no matter how long he 
may have been out of practice, can 
hang up a shingle and go to work, 
without further examination on 
the part of the state to determine 
whether he is up on modern meth­ 
ods of medicine or not. 


For an active medical license 
does not mean that a physician 
and surgeon is practicing, he may 
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say the accountant, bookkeeper, 
stenographer and filing clerk never 
had it so good. Others point to 
the higher pay of the tool and 
die maker or the man behind the 
turret lathe. 


PEOPLE WHO SEE hard times 
ahead for the office force cite the 
growth of office mechanization. 
Electronic business machines of 
amazing complexity and efficiency 
are making many clerical skills 
unnecessary, they assert, 
The Bell Telephone Manufactur­ 
ing Co. in Antwerp, Belgium, has 
perfected an electronic mail sorter.

no further examination is given.

there is rarely action against an 
individual who holds a medical 
license. 
Some 
suggestions 
have 
been 
given legislators to the effect that 
the public would be better served 
If a time limit on license rein­ 
statements were effective, and al­ 
to a determination of whether or 
not the holder of a license is 
actually practicing. 
However, if this were done, it 
would be out of line with most 
of the other licenses granted by 
the state, for once secured and 
maintained by payment of the li­ 
cense fee, the licenses are good for 
all time, unless, of course, there is 
a complaint from the public, a 
subsequent hearing, and a revoca­ 
tion. Compared to the total num­ 
ber of persons licensed in various 
fields, however, these eases art 
few and far between, 


The conclusion, therefore, is that 
while the state’s various license 
laws afford the public soma pro­ 
tection, that they do not consti­ 
tute a total protection, for to most 
Instances, remedy can be obtained 
only after damage is done. This, 
it is held, is what needs some 
legislative investigation.

Makes Space For 175 Autos 


Commercial parking areas usually 
contain a paved section and little 
more—but at the Bon Air Super 
thereH also be a few other thinga 
The additional items have been 
combined to give Marin one of the 
largest and best looking sites for 
vehicle parking. 
It win serve the community by 
making space available for 175 cars, 
probably the biggest single area in 
the county for autos. Furthermore, 
the colorfrd and natural surround­ 
ing of the zone win be enhanced by 
new shrubs and foliage. 
Starting from Sir Francis Drake 
boulevard, customers to the super­ 
market may enter the commercial 
center from the signals at Use in­ 
tersection or from a cutoff on the 
south side of the roadway.

planned for the island* and park­ 
ing bays about the building. 
PARKING FIRST 
The Bdmlts Building company 
didn't wait for the store to open 
before it planned the parking area, 
it ways included in every phase oi 
the supermarket s development. And 
one of the first things that was 
done was to protect each oak tree 
from the construction work and 
moving vehicles. 


To do this, the company blocked 
out an island, about five feet from 
each tree, and bunt a high curb 
around it. 
Next, Builder Niels 8chult* Jr. 
awarded a contract to the Brown - 
Ely Construction company of Ccrte 
Madera to pave the area with as­ 
phaltic concrete. He also outlined 
his plan for parking and marked off 
diagonal zones measuring nine feet 
each, one foot more than is re­ 
quired by law. 
"We did that as a convenience to 
drivers who’ll be visiting the store 
with children and leaving with 
their autos crowded with bundles,” 
Schults said. 
% 
PARKING EASIER 
He. explained further that the 
added space was done to make driv­ 
ing and parking easier for all cus­ 
tomers. 
Already mentioned has been the 
space for 175 cars in the parking 
area, but another asset to the cen­ 
ter will be its proximity to the 
supermarket. All of the 175 autos 
will be parked within a radius of 
300 feet from the store. 


There’s no need to mention how 
convenient this will be to women who 
leave the store with bundles, or to 
the height of a driving rain storm, 
one member of the planning staff 
observed. 
Then also, the building company 
has thought of the shoppers who 
come to the store to pairs. In that 
case, one member of the team can 
wait at the entrance to the store 
while the other drives the family 
auto up to the curb for the pas­ 
senger. 
CURB RESTRICTED 
They won’t have trouble finding 
their passengers either, Schultz said 
as he explained the front curb will 
be restricted to brief stops to call for 
persons. 
Still another feature to the tie* 
is its lighting system. A series of 
adored mercury globes, ultramodern 
to design and believed to be the 
first installation in the 
United 
States, will light the parking ante 
and reduce any hazard of night 
driving. 
The mercury globe*, Schults be­ 
lieves, are extraordinary insofar as 
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they’re reported to produce more 
light at a better quality ami with 
less power than ordinary lamps. 


SHRUBS LIGHTED 
During these evening hours, still 
one more aspect of community plan 
ning will be teen at the Bon Air 
development. 


Hre designers of the location 
have provided for lights, of all col 
ora and intensities, to be installed in 
the parking bays and directed’ to re­ 
flect on the foliage and shrubbery. 


Schultz claims the parking area 
is shaped in such a manner as to 
cause a minimum of surface drain­ 
age toward the building and a max­ 
imum away from the structure Into 
storm pipes located at tnany spots 
in tiie pavement. 


No Waiting In 
New System • 
Of Checking 


Customers may thyimg by the 
lousand* to the Bon Air Super, 
but they shouldn’t have to wait long 
to have their product* checked and 
packaged 
The latest system of checking, 
which should accommodate twice 
as many shoppers as other methods, 
has been Installed in the store by 
owner James Kilpatrick. 
There’ll be five persons checking 
items at all times and, Kilpatrick 
said, "each one should be able to 
register $3,000 in eight hours.” 
FIRST IN NORCAL 
H ie system is based on customer 
and checker participation and was 
devised by the Weber Showcase- 
Fixture company of Los Angeles. Its 
installation at the Greenbrae super­ 
market will be the first to northern 
California. 
Operating of the checking system 
includes a rotating wheel and con­ 
veyor belt. When customers arrive at 
checking stands, they unload items 
from shopping carts onto ti*e wheel 
which moves tire package to the 
check«. After the items have been 
checked the cashier places it on a 
conveyor belt leading to a packager. 
From there it is placed in boxes 
or containers, ready to be taken to 
autae. * 
WAITING TRIMMED 
Kilpatrick was enthusiastic for 
the system aa a way to end tire 
tiring wait to 
lines. 
“Where customers had to wait 
five and 10 minutes while tire 
checker lifted each item out of tire 
cart and moved it along the table,1 
the owner says, “they should now 
only have to wait two or three min­ 
utes.” 
Long lines are on the way out, 
he reported. “Our system will cut 
the time for checking to less than 
half of what it used to be.”

Pelleschi, following many years 
experience to Los Angeles, returned 
to Marin where he has been man­ 
ager of the meat section of 20th 
Century market in Mill Valley. 
Don Burley, a resident of Kent- 
field, will be responsible for the 
selection of fresh vegetables and 
other items in the produce depart­ 
ment of the Bon Air Super. Burley 
has been manager of the produce 
department for the Lucky stores 
in San Mateo couhty for the past 
five years.

Bricklayers Get- Pensions 
NEW YORK—The first pension 
fund for bricklayers in tire United 
States has been established in New 
York City with a fund of $1,625,937 
contributed by employers over a 
period of a year and a half. 


The first checks under this pen­ 
sion system were mailed put in Au 
gust. More than 8,000 AFL union 
bricklayers are covered when they 
reach 65. Approximately 1,150 con 
tractors contribute to the fund. 


Benefits range from $20 a month 
for bricklayers 65 or more, who re 
tire now, up to $100 monthly for 
those who work for 40 years. The 
pension is in addition to government 
social security. It was announced by 
the Building Trades Employers As 
sociation along with a new two-year 
agreement with bricklayers calling 
for $3.55 per hour in wages.

In Fixtures And Equipment 


Besides % full stock of popular 
food brands, the new Bon Air Super 
will contain several ‘firsts’ in In­ 
terior fixtures and equipment. 
A large beverage cooler* a unique 
system for self-service meat display, 
and refrigerated vegetable counter 
are just a few of the items which 
make their first appearance in the 
Greenbrae supermarket. 
•They’re all part of our plan to 
make 
shopping 
e a s i e r and a 
pleasure,” said store owner James 
Kilpatrick. 
The beverage cooler is approxi­ 
mately 15 feet square and will carry 
a supply of 300 cases of beverages. 
It’s purpose, said Kilpatrick, is to 
keep the beverages at a low temp­ 
erature all th^time the bottles and 
cans are in the store. Large glass 
doors in the front of the cooler will 
make the beverages easily accessible 
to customers. 
SELF-SERVICE CASES 
Walking from the cooler toward 
the rear of the stor^ customers will 
come upon 40 feet of self-servicing 
and refrigerated meat display eases. 


Meats will be cut, 
capped, 
weighed, and priced before they are 
put on display in the cases. Bur, 
remarked the owner, we 11 also have 
m tzt wrapping personnel right be­ 
hind the counter to answer ques­ 
tions about cute of meat and their 
preparation. 
Kilpatrick, who said he had been 
in grocery and meat merchandising 
all his life, said this is the first time 
he had seen a self-service meat de­ 
partment with employees right at 
hand to assist customers. 
The meat cases are all white 
porcelain and stainless steel and 
will be well lighted. 
Continuing around the back wall 
of the store, visitors will find re­ 
frigerated cases, measuring 36 feet 
in length, which will hold all dairy 
products including eggs and marg­ 
arine. This is another ‘first’ for the 
Bon Air Super as Kilpatrick ex­ 
plained

margarine are kept in coolers. 
“By putting the eggs in a refriger­ 
ated case we can protect then from

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while explaining the eggs can drop 
one grade in quality during each 34 
hours If they are not refrigerated. 
Still to the ‘coder category*, the 
store owner arranged' to nave a J0- 
foto display case added to the store 
to keep frozen poultry, fish and 
meats at a sub-zero temperature for 
the protection of customers. 
And when Kilpatrick said sub­ 
zero, he wasn't exaggerating—the 
thermometer a c t u a l l y registers 
bdow-zero temperatures. 
Against another wall, another 
frozen food display case holds fresh 
fruits and ice creams. The supply 
of ice cream will include all flavors 
and among the frozen fruits will be 
strawberries, raspberries, peaches 
and pineapple. “They’ll be as fresh 
as if they were picked off trees and. 
vines on the same day;* the owner 
stated. 
Vegetables and fresh fruits also 
come in for specialized treatment.

OPPOSITE SUBDIVISION 
Constructed 
by 
Niels Schultz 
Building company, the supermarket 
is located about 200 feet from Sir 
Francis Drake boulevard and direct­ 
ly opposite the entrance to the 
Greenbrae subdivision. Unquestion­ 
ably unique In design, the building 
waa planned by Architect Victor 
Gruen and company of Hollywood 
in a box style with a shallow slop­ 
ing roof. Two large overhanging oak 
trees add to the striking attractive­ 
ness of the structure which, several 
observers have remarked, 
bears a 
strong resemblance 
to

The exterior of the supermarket 
is of brown stucco and red brick. 
Designers varied the simple style 
for the front of the building where 
large, ceiling to floor windows, are 
placed between five huge white pine 
panels. The panels retain their na­ 
tural appearance by coats of shellac 
and varnish. 


COLORS BLEND 
The sloping roof extends past the 
front of the building with sym­ 
metrical boxed girders as supports. 
The girders are painted white and 
blend to with the yellow undercoat­ 
ing of toe roof. 
f Beams on the front wall of the 
structure are painted grey and red. 
Red brick flower boxes also add to 
the exterior r npearance. 
The ride on the “magic carpet” 
starts as visitors step onto a rubber 
pad leading to the front door.

UNUSUAL STRUCTURE 
It is in the inside of the building 
that the masterpieces in engineering 
become visible. 
For instance, Immediately notice­ 
able is the shallow roof of the struc­ 
ture which is surprisingly supported 
by only two interior vertical posts. 
The unusual feat was accomplished 
by placing three foot wide plywood 
box girders from the front to the 
back walls of the store. Over these 
girders, workmen placed steel trusses the roof, 
which support the roof.

The commercial center has been 
In the blueprint stage for about 
five years as Schultz continued to 
build interest in the Greenbrae and 
Bon Air area by the construction 
of smart looking hillside homes in 
Greenbrae Oaks subdivision. 


WAS MARSHLAND 
While the subdivision was being

Besides being a structural 
and a shopping aid to Marin, the 
proposed Bon Air comihercial cen­ 
ter will probably give the county 
employment potential its greatest 
shot in the arm. 
And It can also bring a large 
weekly payroll to county workers as 
well as raise the assessment rolls of 
property owners. 
One by one, builder Niels Schultz 
Jr., checked off the fine points of 
the 300 000 square foot area which 
has been set aside for development 
as a modern shopping center in Ross 
Valley. 


First, h* said, the site is large 
enough to house I© to 15 stores and 
an equal number of doctors and 


dentists in another section to be 
built as a medical center. 
ESTIMATE EMPLOYMENT 
That many offices and stores 
would require s sales and clerical 
staff of 1,000 or more persons, 
Schultz estimated. 
"But limiting the employment pic­ 
ture to 1,000 persons?,” the builder 
said, "would place the annual pay­ 
roll for the group at more than 
13,000.000.** 
He further maintained that most 
of the employment would come from 
Marin and that the wages, in turn, 
would be spent again in the comfy. 
Next, 
Schultz 
estimated 
that 
stores and offices filling the shop­ 
ping and medical centers would 
have a gross annual sales count of 


"anywhere from *6,000,00© to $10,- 
000,000,” 
He added that much of the in­ 
come would be used by county busi­ 
nessmen in expanding their es­ 
tablishments. 
The builder needed little help to 
explain the effect of the new bcrSd- 
ings on the county assessment rolls 
and to the average taxpayer. The 
buildings in the center may be as­ 
sessed as high as $1,000000 which 
will undoubtedly reduce the tax bur­ 
den which falls upon the average 
home owner. Schultz said. 
If the assessment runs as high as 
the builder, estimated, the center 
would equal the assessed valuation 
of the Francisco boulevard business 
district in San Rafael. 
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Witii that road intact,, we can 
route traffic over the Bon Air hill 
and right into the shopping center 
without autoists having to travel on 
the highway, they add. 
The planners are also looking for­ 
ward to more trade by autoists who 
win find travel to the center easier 
with the construction of the Green- 
krae wye overpass or underpass. 
Then too they also expect a great­ 
er shopping potential, of many times 
its present level, with the appear­ 
ance of the San Rafael-Richmond 
bridge. There’s no telling how many 
people that can be attracted to the 
area with a tangible link between 
Marin county and the east bay 
cities, they say.

Manager Kilpatrick 
Known In Marin 
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How Did Names Bon Air, 
Greenbrae Come Into Being? 


Long time residents of Marin 
point with pride to the names of 
"Greenbrae** and “Bon Ah,** but 
they have little success in explain­ 
ing their origins. 
Maps of the Ross Valley section 
filed with the Marin county re­ 
corded as early as 1910 have carried 
the name Bon Air. Previous to that, 
historians feel the title mad# its ap­ 
pearance with the exclusive and 
rambling white Bon Air hotel 
Hie hotel occupied a hillside site 
near the location of th# Marin Gen­ 
eral hospital. It was built around 
1890 and was the center of sums»« 
activity for vacationing San Fran­ 
ciscans. 
When the hotel was in use, it in­ 
cluded a sandy white beach on 
the shore of Corte Madera creek and 
later a boathouse. In the years to 
follow the hotel was believed to 
have had the first swimming pool 
in .Marin. 
The structure was destroyed by 
ravaging flames shortly after the 
turn of the century but the name 
remained with the area. 
The name of Greenbrae is also 
clouded with indefinite informa­ 
tion but to persons who have delved 
into some of the county’s early his­ 
tory, the name apparently blossom­ 
ed from the feenery. 
. 
It must be a combination of the 
words “green** 
and “brae,** one 
resident said. 
She supposed the "green** came 
from the rolling hills • and marsh­ 
land which was Covered with acres

of green grass and colorful wild 
flowers. 
To this the residents of the com­ 
munity probably added “brae** which 
is a Scotch word meaning hill. 


James T, Kilpatrick, lessee and 
manager of the supermarket at Bon 
Air is no stranger to Marin. 


He became well acquainted with 
the county while living here some 
20 years ago as he was occupied in 
supplying fresh bread to homes in 
the Ross Valley. 


In the early 1930’s however, the 
businessman watched the develop­ 
ment of MUIbrae Highlands near 
Daly City on the San Francisco 
peninsula, and left Marin to open 
a food market in the subdivision. 


His time was not devoted entirely 
to business though, as Kilpatrick 
took an active hand in helping the 
community incorporate into a town 
and served as its first mayor. 


“My friends and I have always 
liked Marin,” Kilpatrick stated, “and 
it was that, together with need for 
further expansion, which prompted 
us to again move to Marin.
